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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A convertible broom which has two sections each retaining a multiplicity of bristles on 
their respective lower surfaces. The two sections have means to retain them together and when 
in this condition, the joined sections can be used as a conventional straight broom or angle 
broom with the sections pushed or swept by an elongated handle retained in the first section. 
The two sections can also be separated and the second section which has a short handle retained 
thereon or grasping means incorporated therein can then be used as a handheld whisk broom. 
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
